weeds," said Berkey. "I want sim­ 
ilar action to control blowing sand 
in the desert area 
It is a vitrjl 
problem, a definite health men­ 
ace. a hazard to safety. 
When assistant county counsel 
■lames Angelí questioned the meth­ 
ods and possibility of enforcement 


of control by developers Berkey 


quickly interrupted him. 


"D on't worry about the enforce­ 


m ent measures at this tim e,” he 


urged, "just get it on the b o oks!” 


Berkey said th e re have been two 
serious com plaints recently about 
operations by developers, one at 
Indian wells w h ere the 52 m illion 
E raw an Hotel developm ent is un­ 
der way and the other at 1,000 
Palms where E. L. Yeager Co. has 
been getting fill m aterial. 


“ You all know that Indian Wells 
has become an outstanding com­ 
munity. a beautiful resort area,” 
said Berkey. "E raw an 
is 
going 
ahead full speed digging out sand. 
The sand and dust are blowing . .. 
over expensive property. It is en­ 
dangering property values.” 
"Y eager went 
in 
about 
1.000 
Palm s and used fill m aterial to 
windward of 1.000 Palm s. It is 
raising havoc with the people," 
declared Berkey. 
"The sand is drifting daily into

Whenever there is any develop­ 
m ent disturbing the land there 
should he control," insisted Ber- 
key. He said this would include ag­ 
ricultural operations and subdivi­ 
sions. 


Berkey suggested that there are 
m any steps which could be taken 
such as the errection of walls, 
planting af cover crops am) con 
stant watering of the soil. 


Bearing out the 
contention of 
Supervisor Berkey that the need 
is urgent for adoption of m eas, 
ures to provide for county road 
m aintenance in order to remove 
blow sand, were two c o m p la in ts 
received by the board 
and 
re­ 
ferred to the road departm ent. 
"The sand has piled up several 
feet high in all directions in the 
street, making it impossible for us 
or our nieghbors 
to 
reach 
our 
hom es," declared Gerald W. Wal­ 
ters of Pasadena, who has proper­ 


ty on Aristo Road north of Ramon 
Road in Palm Springs. 
“ Our tenants have moved out 
because of this and we c an 't get 
into the property to rent, or sell or 
give it away. We'll soon become 
a ghost town if something isn't 
done 
"T he tract developer says the 
sand removal is the job of the 
road department. The road depart 
m ent says it is the job of the 
developer," wrote Walters. 
"T his is a disaster to us and to 


our neighbors. W hat can we do? 
Should we call on the Red Cross, 
the governor, the President, the 
united nations, or w ho?" 
Norine M. Judson. who lives at 
89-490 McCallum 
Way,

of 
Palm Springs, com plained that she 
had ruined her c ar getting stuck 
in sand trying to reach her home. 
"You know this is a dangerous 
area," she said, “and if you don't 
do something about clearing the 
road t will have to w rite to Gov.

WASHINGTON (I PI) - Demo­ 
crats today hailed Senate ap­ 
proval of an emergency $15 bil 
lion public works program as 
concrete evidence that the ad 
ministration is determined to help 
the nation s jobless. 
The two-part m e a s u r e was 
passed Monday on a roll call vote 
of 44-32, with most Republicans 
and a handful of conservative 
Democrats voting against it.

Senate Democratic l e a d e r s 
praised the bill as a frontal as­ 
sault on the nagging problem of 
unemployment. Many Republicans 
assailed it as a program of big 
spending. The debate was high 
lighted by a bitter partisan ex­ 
change over President Kennedy's 
financing policies. 
Sen. Prescott Bush. R-Conn . 
charged that the President’s origi­ 
nal request for financing a mass­ 
ive $2.6 billion works spending 
program amounted to a form of 
"embezzlement." 
Sen. Robert S. Kerr, D-Okla.. 
floor manager for the bill ac­ 
cused Bush of engaging in the 
“lowest level of partisan politics 
I’ve seen displayed on the Sen­ 
ate floor." He said Bush's re­ 
marks were unfair, incorrect and 
“an insult.” 
More than 1.000 economically 
distressed areas in all 50 states 
would be eligible for matching 
federal aid for construction of 
roads, libraries, sewers and other 
works projects if Congress later 
ajtpropriates the n e c e s s a r y 
money.

Yet, though the program was 
one of the m ost worthwhile inno­ 
vations of the past season, Sun­ 
day's offering was disappointing 
because of what it had promised 
in advance. 
An ABC press release had said 
Stevenson would "reply to criti­ 
cisms of the U.N., the U.S. mis­ 
sion to the U.N. and him self." 
The program did not at all take 
this strong tack, except by the 
most 
liberal 
inference 
that 
his 
positive 
approach 
constituted 
a 
reply to critics. The m atter of 
personal criticism never was tak­ 
en up directly by host-producer 
Arnold M ichaelis. 
One 
of two conclusions seems 
apparent: 
—The press release was exag­ 
gerated, either through misinfor­ 
mation from the makers of the 
show 
or unfortunate 
overstate­ 
ment. 
—The advance billing was cor­ 
rect, 
but those 
associated 
with 
the program decided it would be 
better 
to take 
a 
different 
ap­ 
proach. 
If the latter was the case, it 
was unfortunate because the re­ 
sult was a mostly bland, antisep­ 
tic 
half-hour 
full 
of the 
usual 
generalisms. 
The main 
fault for this rests 
with M ichaelis, who allowed his 


adm iration for Stevenson and the 
U.N. to im pair his effectiveness 
as an interviewer. He was more 
in the nature of a straight man. 
His questions were set-ups. 
At one 
point, 
even Stevenson 
seemed a w a re of the lark of inter 
view er 
co n tro l 
after 
making 
a 


lengthy d issertatio n . 
"Forgive 
me 
f o r making 
speech,” he said. 
"Adlai Stevenson Reports' 
will 
be back next season 
And it is 
certainly a fine service for the 
am bassador to take time from his 
duties 
to 
keep 
the 
public 
in­ 
formed. But one wishes that those 
who guide the show would rem em ­ 
ber that being labeled "education­ 
al 
television” 
is no excuse for 
putting on a program in a less 
attractive or stim ulating manner 
than a com m ercial venture.

Mr. Conservative? W hy? Goldwater 


WASHINGTON, D. C .-O n the 
theory that great m en are the 
product of good biographers. Sen­ 
ator B arry G oldw ater's presiden­ 
tial chances and rendezvous with 
destiny get a big lift from Jack 
Bell’s new book, “ M r. Conserva­ 
tive." 
For Goldwater this is the third 
book-length biography within a 
few months, but the first tim e 
that he has encountered a true 
Boswell. Associated P ress Corre­ 
spondent Bell w rites prose that 
crackles with dry w it. He has 
packaged the facts and philosophy 
so succinctly—often 
letting the 
Senator speak for himself—that 
the 312-page volume only needs 
an index to turn it into a valu­ 
able textbook on the American 
Conservative M ovement. 
This task is accom plished with­ 
out ever getting bogged down in 
dialectics and by the enhance­ 
ment of Goldwater’s character 
and integrity in a m anner that 
no mere press agent o r political 
life w riter could achieve. This 
book com pares with “ John Ken­ 
nedy, a Political Profile.” by Pro­ 
fessor Jam es M acG regor Burns, 
which appeared in 1960 and, with­ 
out ostensibly puffing up the sub­ 
ject. did as much as any single 
factor to convince thoughtful per­ 
sons that Kennedy, till then a 
rather absentee Senator and glam­ 
our boy. should be taken seriously 
as a statesm an with a big future. 
Bell has done this for Goldwater. 
Indispensable in 19*4 
The Senator em erges as a hand­ 
some. attractive, adm irable per­ 
sonality and as som ething dose 
to the indispensable Republican 
candidate for 1964. Bronzed, lean, 
physically fit and utterly fearless, 
whether facing debate o r death, 
Goldwater comes through not as 


a saint but as a sportsman. 
If he strikes an accidental low 
blow, he is instinctively sorry for 
it and is quick to say so. The 
grandson of a Russian Jewish ped­ 
dler who roughed it in the Wild 
West, Goldwater is a gentleman 
on 
a 
p ar with the courtliest 
Southerner or most proper New 
Englander, and he is more pro- 
American than many whose an­ 
cestors helped to found the coun­ 
try. 
Bell finds the Senator's chief 
asset as a purveyor of ideas to 
be the m ind which sees every­ 
thing—o r at least reproduces ev­ 
erything—in tones of black-and- 
white. This is not the intellectual 
approach because there are very 
few absolutes in life and over­ 
simplification can leave a man 
far out on a lonely limb. It is not 
a prudent political approach ei­ 
ther, considering the amount of 
obeisance paid these days to or­ 
ganized minorities.

Senator Paul Douglas, 
b o m in 1892 or 17 years before 
G oldw ater, today carries scars of 
the battles of Peleliu and Okina­ 
w a. Goldwater. who ferried single­ 
engine aircraft over the oceans 
an d mountains, and who had flown 
70 different types of planes, needs 
no gilding as an aviator. 
The biography is strongest when 
it lines up Goldwater against such 
adversaries and rivals as Bill Ful- 
bright and John Kennedy.

CAPE CANAVERAL—The cost 
of our m an—in—space program , 
both peaceful and m ilitary, will in 
time becom e unbearable unless 
there is positive progress in the 
m atter of recovering the multi­ 
million dollar boosters and their 
upper stages for use again. 
Aerojet-General, a m ajor con­ 
tractor in the space field, propos­ 
es one answ er and several re­ 
m arkable statistics. 
With present equipm ent (and 
with the hardw are planned for the 
next decade) it costs $1,000 to lift 
one pound of man or instrum ent­ 
ed payload out of the atmosphere. 
Thirty pounds of loaded booster 
a re needed to deliver one pound 
through w hat John Glenn called 
the "K eyhole in the sky." 
The boosters and their stages 
are used only once. The 5,000,000 
pound Saturn being developed to 
carry the three-m an Apollo cap­ 
sule around the moon must be 
refueled in the course of that or­ 
bit by an even m ore costly and 
sophisticated space vehicle. The 
10.000.000 pound Nova, which will 
stand two-thirds as tall as the 
Washington 
Monument, will he 
able to go to the moon and back 
without refueling—but can only be 
used once. 
All of which makes understand­ 
able the breath-taking estim ate of 
a daily cost of $10.000,000 to pay 
for a man—on—the—moon project 
which cannot reach fruition until 
about 1970. 


Bigger and Cheaper 
Aerojet-General proposal is to 
build a bigger and much less 
complicated 
booster, 
launch 
it 
from the sea, recover its part by 
m eans of parachutes and retro- 
rockets, reassem ble its several 
parts, refuel it and send it off 
on its next mission. It has demon­ 
strated with small test rockets 
that they can be used as many 
as 100 tim es without appreciable 
depreciation. 
Now the company would like to 
build a 100,000.000 pound tw o - 
stage booster called the Sea Drag­ 
on, a 400-foot high m onster ten 
tim es as heavy as the Nova, 
which hasn't begun to be built, 
and 20 times as heavy as the Sat­ 
urn, the whopper which is just 
now beginning to be tested. 
Aerojet-General points out that 
100.000.000 pounds is not much 
weight as tonnage is m easured in 
seagoing vessels. It would put Sea 
Dragon in 
th at nautical class, 
built in a 
shipyard 
(it would 
be only a little more than half 
as long as the Polaris subm arine 
Lafayette recently christened by 
M rs. Kennedy) and tow it to sea. 
There the low er stage would be 
partly flooded to enable the boost­ 
e r to stand upright, partially sub­ 
m erged. Tankers would fuel it. It 
would need no gantry or launch­ 
ing pad, no blockhouses. The Sat­ 
urn’s pad 
and gantry 
(tallest 
structure in Florida) cost $14,000,­ 
000, alone 


No Big Hike in Costs 
Sheer size, Aerojet-General in­ 
sists, does not mean comparable 
rise in cost. It uses the tried and 
trusted Thor interm ediate range 
booster 
and 
the 
complicated 
Agena second stage for compari­ 
son. The Thor costs less than the 
Agena although the form er is ten 
times larger. 
The cheapest part of a present- 
day booster, such as the Atlas-D 
which Lt. Comdr. Scott Carpenter 
rode, is the fuel — a mix of 
liquid oxygen and kerosene. The 
fuel bill for putting one pound in 
orbit C arpenter’s Áurora-7 weighs 
about 3.000 pounds) is only $2. 
which is less 
than sending a 


pound across the U..S via air ex­ 
press. The difference between the 
$2-per-pound fuel cost and the $1,- 
000-per-pound total cost lies, of 
course, in the fact that on each 
flight a costly vehicle is expend­ 
ed. Thus, if C arpenter’s Atlas-D 
could float back safely to earth 
after it spends its fuel and nudges 
the astronaut’s M ercury capsule 
into orbit, the cost of putting a 
pound in orbit could drop to $10. 
Aerojet-General’s resident brain 
in this research and development 
program is Robert C. Truax, for­ 
m er national president of the 
American Rocket Society. Last 
Oct. 24, in cooperation with the 
U.S. Navy, he supervised the wa­ 
terproofing of a 17-foot Aerobce 
space probing (nicknamed Sea- 
bee) and launched it at sea with­ 
out a hitch. The sam e team sent 
the recovered Seabee back into 
space Nov. 2. 
All in all it seems to be the 
only way to keep from going bust, 
at 
least until that happy (by 
when I get m y little old gnavtty- 
dispelling flit gun working.
